Just ai tlieae evil* had readied 
their eitlmnity, unr new legiilaturc were 
tummoned to the arduout and teemitigly 
hope leu la.il of making ]»■ for the 
peace, welfare, and good government of 
the land.

The elective niembei i uould havr been

Surruunded by ttniveraaj suffering, in 
which they Ihtmiehea jieraonallv partici- 
pated, tome of them deeply, ii'wai per- 
fectly natural that they thou Id liiok iulu 
th* ptiltcy uf admin iit ration ivith mure 
than ordinary jealousy and mitlrust. and 
lhal, in their laudable anxiety lo dmiiniih

We may be alive to the force 
uf a pruvocatiuu, and yet continently 
ceniute the acU committed under it, We 
have felt it our duty to auimidverl iinon 
tome of the procecdingi of our youthful 
legiilature ; bul whil»l ditapjiroving the 
uicaiuret per tr. we have been a* indulgent 
at any unr to their pleu in titenua- 
tiou. 

In lh* approaching tetaion, however, 
theae pleat will have loat much of (.heir 
force, Th* circumtttuicet of the colony 
hate undergone a tnoet entuuraging 
changr ; and the Council hate had two 
yeari' eiperience in the huunett of legit- 
tion.

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 
Wk hate befure laid before our readeri 
turn man ei of intelligence received fro in 
time to time from the Cap* of Good Hope, 
up to Ihe ieJth December, I6H. We have 
now bfftiie ui papertlothe 12th February, 
I ell j, brought hy Ihe Catflemyk, which 
arrived yratrrday. 

'I he (irahom't Tntra Jcntrnat nf 20th 
December, taking a review of the event* of 
the yenr jutt expiring, tayt— " We hazard 
lillle nhen we affirm that (he put hat 
lieen ihe in mt eventful year in the history 
of the colony lince it became » Hritiih 
|H)ueition. ll tiai during thii period 
made greater advances than it had ever be- 
fore done, in all that constitute;* tubatantial 
pniiperity and power in a social cuwwu- 
niiy," 

Olher ppert of the tame week give 
limtlar flattering accuuntt , but the Go- 
vernment within a feivdaya brought before 
the Legislative Council tome meaturei 
H hich »p|)for to have tet the whole colony 
in a ferment, to hale aroused every indi- 
ndual from a jeme of security, and lo 
hnve united the culuiititi in opptni- 
lion to ihese meaturen— more etpecially 
lo a Bill which proposed to establish a re- 
gular system of " atanips" — ttatnps for all 
written dncuinenls, however trivial, stamps 
and duties on almost every imaginable 
writini;— even a stamp nf nne shilling 
on every advertlseiiienl, paragraph, or 
other mailer or publication for the pub- 
lishing uf m hich ihe prinler, or proprie- 
tor, or editor, uf any newipaper received 
any valuable consideration. Public meet- 
ings Here held throughout 111* colony, 
and the colonists vvilh one voice appealed 
against guch an imposition as wu pro- 
posed. They declared that it was unjust, 
anil at the ttime time they shewed lhal 
it w aa un necessary j because Ihe govern- 
ment already anticipated a surplus of 
revenue over the necessary expenditure — 
an shewn in the Uovkhnor'h Financial 
Minute, in which the revenue for Itfla 
waa eslimated at aSI 72,257. the expeudi- 
tnrc at 1 ■'■ 1 ± 5 "v After some weeks, 
liuivever, when the measure came on to 
lie discussed in the Council, thirty-three 
petitions, having attached to them Krme 
thousand! uf lignaturet, weie presented 
against the measure promised by the go* 
vernment, and the government yielded.
